2. This Babylon had rule over the Kings of the 
earth in 5, 1ohns time, and therefore muſt needs be 
that Stare and Monarchie which then ſtood at 
Rome, and not that which was fallen in the Ckal- 
dean Babylon.

| For 1, this Babylon is the ſeat of Antichriſt, 
which I chinke Rome was not. For if Ethnicke 
Rome were the ſeat of Antichriſt, then could not 
Antichriſt ſit in the Temple of God; and then were 
Antichriſt already come long ſince, which they de- 
nie, and all their table of Antichriſt quite ſpoiled. 

2, The Fathers acknowledged Babylon co be 
Romeintheir time,many yeeres after it had ceaſed 
| to be Heathen ,and Chriſtian, 

3. Neicher can it be proved that the Chriſtians 
by vertue of this commandement departed from 
old Erthnicke Rome, bur continued conſtantly en: | 
| during all thoſe bloudy perſecutions raiſed by] 
thoſe Heathen Emperours. | 

Wee conclude therefore, that by Bavylon is 
meanthere not Rome Pagan, bur Rome Papall. 

O. But why is Rome called Babylon, and not 
| Rome in plaine termes ? 
| A. Belides many Reaſons which might be gt- 
ven both from the myſteries of prophecies, and 
from the purpole of God, who would by leaving 
ſome things obſcure, exerciſe the mindes and dili-

pitie from them, 

5. Amalek commeth cowardly upon Iſrael, and 
| (miteth the hinmoſt, and falleth upon the women 
and children in their fainting and wearineſfe. The 


their plots for ſeduRion, and deſtrution, Their 
 ſeducing Priefts fall upon the weaker fex and ſort, 
as the devill did ar firſt, and overcome firſt the
